Once again, the blood bank is 
suffering from extremely low re- 
serves.

The blood bank has .often been 
forgotten as a form of volunteer 
activity. They dosticka needle into 
you, and you do lose some blood, 
but, contrary to popular belief, you 
do not suffer excruciating pain for 
the duration of the experience, or 
look like a raisin afterwards. 

Red Cross blood bank coordina- 
tor Sally MacIntosh says, “ [Donat- 
ing blood] is a good way of contrib- 
uting to society, and it doesn’t cost 
anything.”

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Making an 
equitable 
council 


The University Athletics Board is 
lobbying vigourously to keep their 
voting status on Students’ Council. 
What has been ignored is the fact 
that students represented by UAB 
are already in faculties. There are 
five councilors for the faculties of 
Science, Arts, and Education; three 
for Business; two for Ag For/ Home 
Ec; and one for those faculties with 
enrolment below 1000 people. Is it 
fair, in a democratic system, that a 
minority receives, in effect, double 
representation? 

The UABis clearly a special inter- 
est group, and often have only at- 
tended council to serve those inter- 
ests. Between November 3, 1992 and 
November 16, 1993, only one brave 
soul from the UAB showed up for 
only one meeting. Also, UAB reps 
were present for only six meetings 
out of 22 in 93/94, of which four 
were directly related to the Golden 
Bears/ Pandas funding referendum 
question. UAB reps have stated that 
the move to eliminate their vote is 
elitist. They have done an excellent 
job excluding themselves from 
Council without our help. 

SU reps are elected to represent 
all students in their respective fac- 
ulties and help ensure the smooth 
running of the SU. UAB reps ap- 
pear to have no interest in this, 
which may be due to the fact they 
are not elected specifically to Stu- 
dents’ Council, but are sent from 
the UAB executive. This lack of di- 
rect accountability to students is 
one reason forthe spotty attendance 
record in the past and is also a rea- 
son why this proposal torevert UAB 
reps to non-voting members of 
Council has been brought forward. 
We are trying to make Students’ 
Council more equitable and demo- 


cratic for every student in every 

faculty. We hope you will agree 
with this.

students, whoare already using stu- 


_dent loans, to help finance someone 


else’s education. Is the government 
going to allow a higher maximum 
borrowing amount next year in or- 
der for students to donate to an- 
other student’s tuition fees, only to 
pay it back with interest later? Prob- 
ably not. Hoping to send a message 
to the government by initiating a 
students’ bursary fund, although 
altruistic, is a futile endeavour. 

A better plan would be to initiate 
the involvement of business and 
corporations to help support finan- 
cially burdened students. Corpo- 
rate bursary funds have the poten- 
tial to be mutually beneficial toboth 
the business and the students they 
help. A recent example is the pro- 
gram that Peter Pocklington started 
to aid underprivileged junior high 
students who might not otherwise 
have the opportunity to attend a 
post-secondary institution. 

We are also concerned with the 
time and administrative costs in- 
curred from returning money to 
students who choose to opt out of 
the plan. Negative billing can be a 
great marketing tool. However, 
when 41 per cent of voters vote 
“no” to the referendum, and possi- 
bly opt out, the costs of negative 
billing surely outweigh the benefits. 

The student bursary fund is a 
proactive step in the wrong direc- 
tion. Let’s stop trying to win a los- 


ing battle with the government, and 

instead concentrate our efforts 

where there is potential—in the pri- 
vate sector.

To many, the words “welfare 
mother” conjure up images of 
strong spirited women struggling 
to survive ina system that despises 
them. They are seen as victims of a 
heartless society that has perverted 
the sanctimonious institution of 
motherhood. 

An often overlooked aspect of 
the single welfare mother issue is 
why in the hell do they have these 
children in the first place? Did they 
bring these children into the world 
out of a desire to raise a happy, 
healthy child who will grow and 
contribute to society? Not likely. 
Chances are, they had the child to 
trap a man into marriage, or be- 
cause they wanted to “stabilize” 
their lives by having a child who 
will provide unconditional love 
and attention. Any notion of rais- 
ing achild properly is secondary to 
fulfilling these wishes. 

This is, in fact, where the welfare 
trap starts. People do not go into it 
with the intention of having ten 
kids and never getting a job. Un- 
fortunately, the existence of a wel- 
fare system rewards human Xerox 
machines whose only ability, it 
seems, is to get pregnant. 

This welfare system was brought 
about with the intention of provid-

ing temporary assistance to those 
who need it most. It was not in- 
tended to become a way of life that 
was so enjoyable it would be 
passed down from mother to 
daughter. As long as welfare is a 
feasible way of making a living, 
people will continue to exploit it. 

At this point there are undoubt- 
edly people screaming “ Welfare is 
degrading! They barely pay you 


enough to survive! How can you 
call it a feasible way of life?” 

Yes, welfare is degrading. Re- 
ceiving money for sitting on your 
ass could hardly be called fulfill- 
ing. The fact that it is degrading, 
however, is obviously nota strong 
enough motivation for people get 
off of it. The plethora of career 
welfare recipients is evidence of 
this. 

We can no longer support a sys- 
tem that rewards women for hav- 
ing illegitimate children, especially 
in large volumes. (The more kids, 
the higher the dividends.) The chil-

During the summer | inter- 
viewed over sixty people who 
wanted desperately to work for 
five dollars an hour at a job which 
offered no dignity save that of be- 
ing employed. Many of these 
people were “welfare mothers.” 

A lot of people came and went, 
for various reasons, during the 
course of the Earth-care program— 
the “welfare mothers” on the 
whole, were the most dedicated, 
hard-working people on my staff.

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dren that grow up under such cir- 
cumstances not only learn that 
sponging off society is okay, but 
are not likely to develop the ‘self 
esteem that comes about from do- 
ing things for yourself. Thisis prob- 
ably the most alarming aspect of 
our entire welfare state. Ever since 
its creation, the social safety net 
has been breeding a nation of un- 
derachievers and non-producers, 
and then rewarding them for their 
defects. Welfare families (mostly 
single mothers with children) area 
microcosm of a larger problem: the 
problem of basing distribution not 
on ability, but on need. 

Fortunately, people are begin- 
ning to realize that welfare moth- 
ers are anything but strong spir- 
ited. The reduction in their fund- 
ing is an important first step in 
forcing them to take responsibility 
for their actions, and to learn to 
take care of themselves. The failure 
of programs to re-educate welfare 
mothers proves that there is only 
one way to get them back to work— 
by giving them no other option. 

Once this has been achieved, the 
generational continuation of desti- 
tution will likely be reduced. The 
children of potential welfare cases 
will grow up with parents thathave 
the dignity of being self-support- 
ive. Rather than having a leechasa 
role model, they will have some- 
body that has the decency of inde- 
pendence. 


made the fatal mistake of believing 
in someone else. One of my best 
workers and her husband were on 
the verge of financialindependence 
when disaster struck. The husband 
got drunk and beat my worker so 
badly that she couldn’t walk to the 
MCC office to tell us where she 
was for three days. She couldn’t 
phone because she didn’t have one, 
and she couldn’t catch the bus be- 
cause she didn’t have any money. 
Sob story, you say? Only if you 
have a heart. 

Having a heart entails acknowl- 
edging the failings of the welfare 
system while at the same time ac- 
knowledging that some good is 
being done. If my worker had been 
in a different kind of job program 
she would have been fired. Instead, 
we helped her get counseling and 
she came back to work the next 
week. j 

Iam not ignorant of abused wel- 
fare privilege—I witnessed it in 
various forms all summer. But I 
suffer anyone to tell me that help- 
ing one person isn’t worth the 
money we “waste” on others. 

Changes need to be made in or- 
der to improve the system, but 
blame cannot be laid on welfare 
mothers. The blame must fall ona 
morally corrupt society which tries 
to fix things only after they have 
been broken—a society which is 
motivated by selfishness rather 
than grace. Perhaps it’s time we 
said farewell to survivalist capital- 
ism and started to look toward 
more effective forms of socialism. 

To put it simply—let’s care 
enough to help rather than accuse.

A big hit with the family, it was sold-out 
on Saturday evening; this popularity has 
been the norm for the production and, based 
on advanced ticket sales, will continue to be 
the norm until the curtain falls. The story

. The Chief Returning Officer’s decision was released Monday, Bebaiary 13 at 9:00 a.m. 

. The appellants’ petition was received by the D.I.E. Board on February 21, 1995, after the 24-hour limitation period had passed. 
5. The appellants argue that the Chief Returning Officer’s decision of February 13 was issued before the close of nominations and thus not subject to the 24-hour limitation period 
for appeals that is contained in section 24(e) of the bylaw governing elections. Section 24(e), according to the appellants, only applies to decisions made after the close of 
nominations. Thus, they contend that their appeal is not time-barred. As such, the appellants seek review of the February 13, 1995 decision of the Chief Returning Officer.

1. On February 13, 1995, the Chief Returning Officer responded to a complaint from an acting manager for a then prospective election candidate. The complainant alleged that a 
decision by the University’s Building Services Department regarding banner placement in one building was unfair, as only a single banner space was allocated. This sole 
location had been pre-reserved by another prospective candidate. Asa result, no other candidates in the election could obtain banner space within that particular building. 

2. In response to the complaint, the Chief Returning Officer declined to take action, arguing that authority over the matter lay with Building Services. Further, concluding that no 
bylaw had been contravened, the-Chief Returning Officer believed any action depriving the one candidate of their Be -reserved banner space would merely be punishing 


‘1. Does the 24-hour limitation period contained in s. 24(e) of Bylaw 300 apply solely to actions taken by the Chief Returning Officer after the close of nominations? 
2. If so, should the Board reconsider the Chief Returning Officer’s decision of February 13, 1995? 


Section 24(e) applies to action taken by the Chief Returning Officer both prior to and following the close of nominations. As long as the Chief Returning Officer’s actions are carried 
out under the authority of Bylaw 300, a 24-hour limitation period on appeals exists. As a result, the appellants’ appeal is time-barred, having been received by the Board on 
February 21, 1995. 

In reaching this conclusion, the Board considers the wording of s. 24(e) to be unequivocal; it does not imply that the limitation period commences with the close of nominations. 


Further, the Board considered the purpose behind s. 24(e), namely that it provides a measure of certainty-by imposing a limitation period upon appeals. While contentious pre- 
campaign decisions by the Chief Returning Officer are likely to be less frequent than those following the close of nominations, they can be as critical. If decisions by the Chief 
Returning Officer made before the close of nominations were reviewable up to that point in time, the Board felt this would inject an intolerable level of uncertainty into the manner 
by which the Chief Returning Officer resolved pre-campaign disputes. 

The Board partially accepts the contention of the appellants that application of the 24-hour limitation period to pre-campaigning may, in some cases, produce unfair results. 
Potential candidates unfamiliar with the limitation period may find themselves subsequently subject to a perceived adverse decision, appeal of which is time-barred. While this 
may occasionally produce unfair results, the Board believes the necessary element of certainty outweighs this disadvantage. However, to minimize such occurrences, the Board 
recommends to the Chief Returning Officer that all written rulings contain the following notice: 

This decision of the Chief Returning Officer may be appealed to the D.I.E. Board in writing within 24 hours.

The quartet Corky and the Juice Pigs (Sean 
Cullen, Greg Neale, Phil Nichol and Phil's 
guitar) immediately started with an acoustic 
piece, during which Neale and Cullen gy- 
rated and writhed and groped their pants. 
After the cut “Rabies,” they sang another 
new one which warned, “Don’t puta pickle 
on my burger, cause it reminds me of my 
girl.” ; 

The bouncy trio then launched into a run 
of established Juice Pig favorites such as 
“Janitor,” “Dolphin Boy” and “Americans.” 
“Christmas Dreams” was introduced by an 
argument between Cullen and Neale 
(‘you're crappin’ for a slappin’,” “you’re 
seethin’ for a teethin’”). One of the show’s 
highlights was “Hot Squat Hombre,” in 
which Cullen delighted the audience by ex- 


posing his chest and playing with his nipples. 


Thunderous applause and cheers 
prompted Phil Nichol and Greg Neale to 
return to the stage as a couple who were 
having problems.

The Pigs went into a vocal rap type ditty, 
followed by Lou Reed’s “Life Stinks,” and 
the thrilling finale: “Eskimo.” All in all, it 
was a great show definitely not for sensitive

The competition was so stiff that 
Alberta’s Esther Medema, female 
performer of the meet for CWUAA 
championships, could only muster 
a sixth in the 60 metre dash and a 
fourth in the 60 metre lowhurdles. 

The competition was so steep that 
Byron Goodwin of Manitoba posted 
the second fastest time in the world 
in the 600 metre dash with a time of 
1:16.10. 

“The best athlete of the meet was 
Byron Goodwin, University of 
Manitoba, who set not only CIAU 
and not only Canadian records but 
second best performance in the 

‘world, so that really highlighted 
the entire meet,” commented 
Glowacki. 

The only Alberta competitor to 
capture some hardware was Darcy 
Molstad. Molstad captured abronze 
in the pole vault with a height of 
4.85m. 

_ The U of A went into the meet 


the 1000m for the U of A. 
Rosemary Ball finished sixth on 

the women’s side with a time of 

2:55.02. Ball went to nationals 


‘ranked tenth. 


Meanwhile, Kevin Olson finished 
fifth with a time of 2:28.25, also 
entering the championships ranked 
tenth: « 

“Ym happy with the performance 
of the athletes at the championship 
meet. They improved theirrankings 
priorto the meet. The best was Kevin 
Olson, Rosemary Ball—both were 
ranked about tenth prior to the 
CIAU championships,” noted 
Glowacki. 

Other improvements came from 
the U of A 4 x 400m and 4 x 800m 
men’s relay teams. The 4 x 400m 
team entered the meet ranked tenth 
and they improved to seventh with 
a time of 3:23.09. 

The 4 x 800m team also placed 
seventh with a time of 7:51.49 in 
stiff competition. They travelled to 
nationals ranked twelfth.

After all was said and done, the 
Alberta athletes posted nine points 
on the men’s side for an eleventh 
place finish and the two woman 
team of Esther Medema and 
Rosemary Ball scored seven points 
to place twelfth. 

The U of A performed as expected 
but the outcome for the year was 
way under par. 

“At the meet I expected these 
kind of results, which prior to the 


season I did not expect. That season 
ended up below my expectation,” 
stated coach Glowacki. 

Overall, the tournament was well 
organized and had a good turnout 
from both athletes and fans as the 
small Manitoba venue was virtually 
packed both Friday and Saturday. 

The meet saw the University of 
British Columbia’s Lori Durward 
and the University of Windsor’s 
Kelly Dinsmore share outstanding 
female athlete of the meet honours 
while Manitoba’s Byron Goodwin 
captured the outstanding male 
athlete of the meet award. 


The coaching awards reflected 
the team outcomes as Windsor’s 
Dennis Fairall was female coach of. 
the year and Manitoba’s Bruce 
Pirnie was male coach of the year. 

As foreshadowed, the Windsor 
women captured the team title with 
74.points and the Manitoba men 
captured the men’s crown with 73 
points. 

All in all, it was a highly 
competitive meet that saw Byron 
Goodwin come within inches of a 
world record in.the 600 metre dash 
blowing the closest competitor 
away by thirty metres. :
